AN ACT Relating to conformng with federal |abor standards for
apprenticeship prograns; anendi ng RCW 49. 04. 010, 49. 04.030, 49.04. 040,
49. 04. 050, and 49.04.060; and adding a new section to chapter 49.04
RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWA49.04.010 and 2001 ¢ 204 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

The departnent of |abor and industries is the agency wth
responsibility and accountability for apprenticeship within the state
for federal purposes. The director of labor and industries shall
appoint ((an)) a requlatory apprenticeship council, conposed of three
representatives each from enployer and enployee organizations,
respectively. The terns of office of the nmenbers of the apprenticeship
council first appointed by the director of |abor and industries shal
be as follows: One representative each of enployers and enployees
shall be appointed for one year, two years, and three years,
respectively. Thereafter, each nenber shall be appointed for a termof
three years. The governor shall appoint a public nenber to the
apprenticeship council for a three-year term The appointnent of the
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public nmenmber is subject to confirmation by the senate. Each nenber
shall hold office until a successor is appointed and has qualified and
any vacancy shall be filled by appoi ntnment for the unexpired portion of
the term A designated representative fromeach of the follow ng: The
wor kf orce training and education coordinating board, state board for
comunity and techni cal coll eges, enploynent security departnent, and
United States departnent of |abor, apprenticeship, training, enployer,
and | abor services, shall be ex officio nenbers of the apprenticeship
council. Ex officio nmenbers shall have no vote. Each nenber of the
council, not otherwi se conpensated by public noneys, shall be
rei nbursed for travel expenses in accordance with RCW 43.03.050 and
43.03. 060 and shall be conpensated in accordance with RCW 43. 03. 240
The apprenticeship council is authorized to approve apprenticeship
programnms, and establish apprenticeship program standards as rules,
including requirenents for apprentice-related and suppl enental
instruction, coordination of instruction with job experiences, and
instructor qualifications. The council shall consider recomendations
fromthe state board for conmunity and technical colleges on natters of
apprentice-related and supplenental instruction, coordination of
instruction with job experiences, and instructor qualifications. The
rules for apprenticeship instructor qualifications shall either be by
reference or reasonably simlar to the applicable requirenents
established by or pursuant to chapter 28B.50 RCW The ((eeuneit))
director is ((further)) authorized to ((+ssue—sueh)) adopt rules as nay
be necessary to carry out the intent and purposes of this chapter,
after consultation with the council and receiving the council's
recomendations, including a procedure to resolve an inpasse should a
tie vote of the council occur, and perform such other duties as are
herei nafter inposed.

Not | ess than once a year the apprenticeship council shall make a
report to the director of labor and industries of its activities and
findings which shall be available to the public.

Sec. 2. RCW49.04.030 and 2001 ¢ 204 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(( Subj I T . Y . i |
by—a—major+ty—veote)) The director of Iabor and industries shall
appoint and deputize an assistant director to be known as the

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supervi sor of apprenticeship. Under the supervision of the director of
| abor and industries and wth the advice and guidance of the
apprenticeship council, the supervisor shall: (1) Encourage and
pronot e apprenticeship prograns conformng to the standards established
under this chapter, and in harnmony with the policies of the United
States departnent of l|abor; (2) act as secretary of the apprenticeship
council and of state apprenticeship conmttees; (3) when authorized by
t he apprenticeship council, register apprenticeship agreenents that are
in the best interests of the apprentice and conform with standards
established under this chapter; (4) keep a record of apprenticeship
agreenents and upon successful conpletion issue certificates of
conpletion of apprenticeship; ((anrd)) (5) when_ authorized by the
counci | termnate or cancel any apprenticeship agreenents in
accordance with the provisions of the agreenents; and_(6)_ conduct
reviews for conpliance with this chapter, rules established under this
chapter, and 29 C F. R Parts 29 and 30.

The supervisor may act to bring about the settlenent of differences
arising out of the apprenticeship agreenent where such differences
cannot be adjusted locally. The director of |abor and industries is
aut hori zed to appoi nt such other personnel as may be necessary to aid
t he supervisor of apprenticeship in the execution of the supervisor's
functions under this chapter.

Sec. 3. RCWA49.04.040 and 2001 c¢c 204 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

Upon July 22, 2001, all newly approved apprenticeshi p progranms nust
be represented by weither a wunilateral or joint apprenticeship
commttee. Apprenticeship commttees nust conformto this chapter, the
rul es adopted ((bythe—-apprentieceship—eounett)) under this chapter, and
29 CF.R Parts 29 and 30 and nust be approved by the apprenticeship
counci | . { ( Apprentieceshi-p—ecommtiees—may—Bbe—approved —whenever—the
apprentece — tratbmng — needs — pusti-by — sueh — estabbi-shrent—)) Such
apprenticeship commttees shall be conposed of an equal nunber of
enpl oyer and enpl oyee representati ves who may be chosen:

(1) From nanmes submitted by the respective | ocal or state enployer
and enpl oyee organi zati ons served by the apprenticeship commttee; or

(2) In a manner which selects representatives of managenent and
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nonmanagenent served by the apprenticeship conmttee. The council may
act as the apprentice representative when the council determ nes there
is no feasi ble nethod to choose nonmanagenent representatives.

Apprenticeship commttees shall devise standards for apprenticeship
prograns and operate such progranms in accordance with the standards
established by this chapter and by ((eeuneirt—adepted)) rul es adopted
under this chapter. The council and supervisor nmay provide aid and
techni cal assistance to apprenticeship programsponsors and applicants,
or potential applicants.

Sec. 4. RCWA49.04.050 and 2001 ¢ 204 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

To be eligible for registration, apprenticeship program standards
must conform to the rules adopted ((by—the—apprenticeship—eounet))
under this chapter.

Sec. 5. RCWA49.04.060 and 2001 ¢ 204 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

For the purposes of this chapter an apprenticeship agreenent is a
witten agreenment between an apprentice and either the apprentice's

( (erployer—or—enployers)) program_sponsor, or an apprenticeship

commttee acting as agent for ((apr—-erpltoyer—or—enployers)) a program
sponsor, containing the terns and conditions of the enploynment and

training of the apprentice.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. A new section is added to chapter 49.04 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Any decision of the apprenticeship council af fecting
regi stration and oversight of apprenticeship prograns and agreenents
for federal purposes may be appealed to the director of [|abor and
industries by filing a notice of appeal with the director wwthin thirty
days of the apprenticeship council's witten decision. Any decision of
the council affecting registration and oversight of apprenticeship
prograns and agreenents for federal purposes not appealed wthinthirty
days is final and bindi ng, and not subject to further appeal.

(2) Upon receipt of a notice of appeal, the director or designee
shall review the record created by the council and shall issue a

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witten determ nation including his or her findings. A judicial appea
from the director's determnation may be taken in accordance wth
chapter 34.05 RCW

(3) Oders that are not appealed within the tinme period specified
in this section and chapter 34.05 RCWare final and binding, and not
subj ect to further appeal.
